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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 claims a mirror assembly deployment system of a display unit, which 
comprises both an imaging mirror and a fold mirror. The imagining mirror is connected 
to a housing by an extension link, which includes an extension spring. The fold mirror is 
connected to the housing by a compression link including a compression spring. When 
the extension spring partially unloads the compression spring is configured to unload and 
cause the fold mirror to rotate from a recessed position to a deployed position. This 
combination of compression spring and extension spring, specifically being interrelated 
in the claimed manner in order to deploy a fold mirror was not found in the prior art. 
Independent claims 4, 1 1, and 15 claim the system using the mirror assembly deployment 
system, the method of deploying a mirror assembly of a display unit, and the method of 
displaying an image respectively and all primarily include the mirror assembly 
deployment system as claimed in claim 1 and were accordingly also not found in the 
prior art. 

US 6,504,518 to Kuwayama et al teaches a head-up display system in figure 3, 
however only one moving mirror is taught. US 6,049,288 to Kawasaki teaches a pop-up 
display system n figure 2 and in more detail in figures 4 and 5; as can be clearly seen 
however, Kawasaki employs levers not compression and extension springs. US 
2002/001 8182 to Aoki teaches in figure 3 a mirror pivoting system that again does not 
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use springs. US 5,296,868 to Itami et al. teaches the use of springs in figure 3 for 
pivoting a prism, however Itami does not teach both a fold and imaging mirror which are 
connected by a compression and extension springs. US 6,343,863 to Wood teaches in 
figure 1 a display unit which comprise a mirror, however it does not teach all of the 
claimed components. Since the prior art as cited does not teach all the claimed 
components and could not be combined to teach the claimed components independent 
claims 1, 4, 1 1, and 15 are allowed. Claims 2, 3, 5-10, 12-14, and 16-18 are dependent 
on claims 1, 4, 1 1, and 15 and are therefore also allowed. All claims are allowed.
